Fog Airplanes’ Waterloo 


Developments and events in aeronautics 
have occasioned in this country in recent 
months more than ordinary interest in the 
future of air transportation. The subject 1s 
on the tongues of the multitudes and is be- 
ing linked with some of the nation’s largest 
industrial organizations. It is obvious that 
the public has been econvineed that passenger 
and freight air lines will come before another 
decade expires. 

Europe now has her regular air lines, the 
Ford interests are operating a fleet of freight 
planes and the United States government has 
established an extensive airmail system. But 
formidable obstacles still stand in the way. of 
regular passenger service by air in the United 
States. ao 

It is not that the passenger-carrying plane 
is not as highly developed in the United 
States as it is-in Europe nor is it that capital 
and initiative is lacking here. But for at- 
mospherie and geographical handicaps pas- 
senger air service would be already estab- 
lished here. ‘ 

Unlike those sections of Europe over which 
one may travel by plane, many sections of the 
United States’ are. made unsafe for air travel 
by their ruggedness. isolation and unfavorable 
atmospheric conditions. To the aviator these 
are serious matters. On one morning in Cen- 
trat Pennsylvania five airplanes were forced 
down by impengtuabdle fogs and on the follow- 
ing: day fogs foreed down a squadron of planes 
in New England and caused the wrecking of 
a navy plane in New Jersey. In the same 
week an airmail flier was killed when his 
plane crashed into a Pennsylvania mountain 
hidden by a fog.

senger planes and until man invents a fog- 
penetrating searchlight the future passenger 
planes of this country will not guarantee 


their schedules. Railroad transportation is 
made highly hazardous by fog, and air’ travel 


impossible.

Teams Ready For Drive 

A list of team captains who will 
conduct the annual drive for the 
Ontario Community Chest to be 
staged Nov. 18 and 19 has been 
announced by the executive com- 
mittee, in charge of which Benton 
Ballou is chairman. 


Nine welfare organizations are 
to ‘receive portions of the chest 
funds this year, including the Red 
Cross, the Ontario Welfare League, 
Girls’ Work ‘Organization, Boy 
Scouts, Crippled Children’s As- 


‘sociation, California Junior Repub- 


lic Auxiliary, Ontarfo ‘Y.M.C.A, 
the Anti-Tuberculosis League and 
the Salvation Army. A portion of 
the funds will go toward Christ- 
mas cheer and Yuletide dinners 
for the city’s worthy poor, this 
work being handled through the 
Welfare League. 

The Red Cross and the Salva- 
tion Army were not among the 
beneficiaries last year, the Red 
Cross roll Gall having been con- 
ducted before the chest drive. 
The quota has been set at $15,000, 
an increase of $3,000 over last 
year. It is the plan to canvas 
the entire city during the two- 
day campaign, with one team as- 
signed to each precinct. 


Placed on Probation 

Arrested Nov. 2 on a charge of 
reckless driving and failure to 
give aid after running down and 
injuring pedestrians with his mo-
